Also, 
in response to applicant's argument that Junqua (U.S. Patent: 6,598,018) is nonanalogous art (Amendment, page 3), the examiner 
points out, as was also noted in the prior office action (page 4), that Junqua is analogous art since it is from a similar field of endeavor in 
speech recognition, or more specifically, spoken word recognition utilizing a natural language dialog. In response to the applicant's 
arguments that Junqua fails to teach a list of ways to ask questions including a variable for the questionable data, the examiner points 
out that Junqua teaches a list of questions that is generated by filling variable slots corresponding to questionable information (Col. 3, 
Lines 31-41; Col. 4, Lines 46-67; and Col. 5, Lines 49-57). Although the question frame disclosed by Junqua utilizes a fixed part, the 
questionable data is variable, as is required by the presently claimed invention. Thus, claims 1 and 11 remain rejected. 
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
